January 31.—Dr. Norvin 


Green, president of the Western Union 'lele- 
graph company, addressed the senate commit- 
tee on post offices and post roods In opposition 
to the proposal that the government control 
tho telegraph. Ho said tliat unless theie was 
something defective in the service rendered It 
there seemed no rt«won why the government 
should take hold of the telegraph. He main 
talned that the country bad telegraphic facil 
Itlea In larger proportion to the population, a 
better and cheaper sorvlca, than any country 
Of Europe, lie was prepared to substantiate 
that on careful invastlga&u. He explained 
the apparently cheaper rates In Europe by 
saying there tho message was counted onqe 
In every country through which It passed, 
while In this country It was counted once 
Press matter, moreover, was dropped at many 
points (n the United States and delivered as 
many messages, while ouly the one cop) filed 
was counted 
Thirty words being counted as 


one message 


Senator llill asked lor further explanation 


~ Ho thought the statement extraordinary, and 


referred to the rates In I ranee belug only 20 
cents for 30 words within the limits of tbe 
country, and an average of half a cent a word 
In other Euronenn countries 
Be cited the 


rate from France to Algiers, two thousand 
miles, which wad only 20 cents for 20 words, 


Dr. Green replied that tho Algiers line w» 


operated at a loss. Their employes wme 
hired for a much cheaper rate and then the 
service was done at a loss 
No company 


could send 80 words fur M cents without loss. 
A new tariff was in process of preparation to 
go Into effect on the first of March, gMog a 
maximum rate ot one dollar, for which sum a 
mesf'ge could be sent 4,500 miles, from liall 


Washington tetrltory. Dr. Green re 


ferrlng to pitas contracts, said he would fur- 
nish the committee a copy. Onr; own men pf 
wealth were Investing tn American securities 
and properly, and tbe revenue therefrom was 
expended at home. It would be better to be 
J sure of-this wraith being more evenly dis- 


tributed. Everybody knew the western rail- 
roads had been buiit teu jears in advance of 
nuccMity by "il« excess of capital. With 
reference to the capitalists of the Western 
Union ho said It made uo difference with tho 
rales. In conclusion ho asks that the West 
era Union be hnnrd before the committee 
through an attorney, aud that the committee 
fix a day when thcj would hear William M 
Evart? 


Gardiner G. Mubbard stated to tbe commit 


tee that be desired to be heard and would at 
tempt to controvert some points made by Dr. 
Green. Dr. Green had said that unless there 
was something defective lu the service ho 
reason existed for government interfeieiice. 
He Would undertake to show there w«s some- 
thing detective in tbe Western Union service; 
that the rates were excessive. In other words. 
If they bad a rate not exceeding sixty cents 
for the whole counhy they would make 
more money «nd give better service than at 
present rates, and thai one company could not 
serve tbe country when allowed to capitalize 
as rapidly as It pleas6a"wabout reference to 
the property. The contract with the ussocl- 
ated pr'«s contained) he said, a clause that no 
cheaper rates should be made with »ny other 
association without giving

Green said bo had become satisfied the great 
power of England consisted iu turf wealth of 
her citizens 
Much of this capital \vas in- 


vested abroad and about Jtlflo.000,000 sterling 
derived from it, much of it going from this 
country, lu his early manhood there was not 
a roan In this country possessed-of a million 
dollars. In those daya onr own men of wealth 
were Investing in American eecurlllM and

the vaitous companies, and dec!«rlng himself 
In favor of forfeiting every acre w.nted rail- 
road companrs which had not txxru earned In 
strict accordance with tbe law. None of the 
lands affected by the bill were patented either 
to tho states or Hie companies and the second 
tuition of tlio bill fully protects settlers who 
had entered upon the l«»d. The bill passed,

A Train Goes Through a Bridge Koar

1 he engineer, fireman and two 
other train men are reported drowned and six 
passengers missing

the city. DeUlb are not yet obtainable.

s, January 31 —A south bound 


accommodation train on tbe Indianapolis & 
Chief go Air Line, due here at 10 30 this morn- 
ing, met with a te/ilble accident, when seven 
miles from tbe city at Broad Ripple. At that 
point tbe railway crosses White river on a 
truss bridge of two spans, each, 150 feet In 
length. Tbe engineer had gone Into the bag 
fagj car for a drink of water and the loco- 
motive was In charge ot tbe fireman. When 
the locomotive reached tbe center of tbe 
bridge 
the fireman felt the 
structure 


sinking. He had bis band on tbe throttle, 


hlch he opened, giving the locomotive all 


available etfm, the engine eprang foi«*rd 
with iieat force.'brwMni? the; couplings be 
wwt tbe engine *nd baggage car. The loco- 
motive kept tbe track, but the baggage, 
smoking c*r and another cO""h dropped 
hrougli and piled up in one mass at the foot 
ot 
tbe 
pier, 
tbe smoking car being 


partially 
telescoped 
on 
the 
baggage 


car. The wreck was parti'Hy submerged, 
but tie portion, above water immediately took 
fire from stovee. The fireman states that 
when he looked back after the locomotive 
e^hed the south end of tbe bridge tho cars 
were on fire «"d the smoke obscuring the 
scene. 


News of the witck reached tbe city in a 
hort timnand-a ti.in wltUfluljcons»ndothtr 


n»s at once made up *nd sent to 


Brovl Blpple. On rewhlpf the wic>k a 
haotic ictne *u presented, 'me bridge and 
C"a were, yet burnlog and those piesent oere 
so lacking in presence of mind as to be nnable 
to ratlngul'h the flames or afford relief to the 
ufferers. Oflici<l* ot the roaj nent to work 
vlgoronsly <<nd systematically and in a short 
time the fire n«s eitingntahed and K,rch for 
bodies b^un Six persons were either killed 
}utr!gbtor burned to death. The reamins 


were burned «"d cb»i»d almost 


beyond recognition, being honlbly mutilated, 
nd the only mo«ns of ldentific»tiun was the 
ndmg of incombustible trinkets known to be 


the protierty of thede»d men.
